The Council subsequently mot, 
again interrogated Lugard Mall 
Ktudents, but discovered nothing, 
and iasued 2 statement. closing 
the Hall. 


Thin morning, a. Telegraph re- 
presentative interviewed Mr. Ww. 
B. Finnigan, whe sald the Council 
were most concerned at tho at- 
tltude of the studonts who were 
lying when they denied that a 
“rag” tind taken place. : 


“Rage Inevitable, 


‘ 


“Raga” were ‘inevitable In 4 
University, and the Council. re- 
cognised this. But, horetofore, 
these demonstrations had taken 
the very harmless course of da- 
manding 2 freshman either to sing 
n Aong, or engnyge in'a boxing 
match, and were always carried ott 
at the opening of a term and in 
the friendilest way, creating noth- 
ing but amusement for all con- 
cerned. Such “rngs’” were, in 
fact, part of the traditions of 
Lugard Hall and carried out in 
the right spirit. 


It was not the wish of the Coun- 
cil to put a stop to these forms of 
“ragying,” ndither did they desire 
any student to “split on his col- 
lengues or any of his friends in 
such matters, . 


A Severe Joli. 


The. Counei) had therefore ap- 
proached the enquiry Into the pre- 
sent incident in the fatrest 

* possible way, not demanding that; 
the students should give each 
other away, but nt Jenat to satisfy 
the Council that they Jndividaually 
were not connected with it. This 
thon had failed to do, | 


The council had.no option but to 
close the hostel, the effect of which 
must be to give a severe jolt to the 
cherished traditions of Lugard 
Hall. ie 


The Council is not stopping: : 
that, but is continuing with, jt in- 
yestigution of the affalr, and still 
hoped that someone would come 
forward to throw some light on 
the mutter. At the present, the 
Council was deprived of the assi- 
stance of any of the students, 


An Elliot Hall Man. 


It was further explained that 
Too, the victimised student, was 
not a member of Lugard Hall, but 
was an Eliot Hall man, During 
the vacntion, however. one hostel 
remained open to undergraduntes 
who did. not wish to leave the Col- 
ony for the holidays.*or who de- 
sired to continue. their studies 
during the vacation, Teo had, ‘in 
consequence, tuken up residence at 
Lugard Hall, but, so far as could 
“he nacertained,. there existed no 
enmity between him and his 
fellow-honrders, There was no 
evidence of any quarrel and on the 
fnee of it, the incident appeared to 
have orlginally started as an or- 
dinary “rag,” and then developed 
into something: far.more serious as 
a rerult of Teo attempting to de- 
fend himself. 


Without Precedent, 


The closing of Lugard Hall is, 
without precedent locally, — but 
aa Mr, Finnigan pointed out, never 
before has a “rag” connected with 
the Hongkong University token 
such a serious form, Everything, 
in fact, pointed to il being some- 
thing moro than a friendly “rag,” 
the silence of the students creating 
an impression that It was an or- 
yanised common assault, which was, 
of course, sald Mr. Finnigan, 
criminal. and illegal. 


‘Council's Condemnation.

HOPE FOR MUI-TSAI. 


Having always contended that no 
real attack on the mui-tsai system 
ean be made without regular house- 
fo-house = visitation, heartily 
weleome the new regulations which 
make provision for such procedure. 
As will have been observed from 
the text of these regulations, in- 
spectors are to he empowered — to 
enter the premises of employerg of 
mui-tsai for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the conditions under which 
these girl servants Iabour, to see 
whether they are overworked or ill- 


we 


nourished, to ensure proper medical 
attention’ if needed, and to trike 
any mui-tsni to the §,C.A.’s offive 
for the purpose of investigation and 
inquiry. In addition to the in 
spéctors, other persons, not excced- 
ing three in number, may assist in 
the investigations, provided they 
are upproved by the Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs. Here we have all 
‘the machinery which is necessary 
for investigating the lot of ‘such 
mui-tsai as are already in the 
Colony. 

The object in yiew will not, how- 
ever, be fully attained unless the 
inspectién condemplated is coustart- 
ly maintained, and, what is more, 
there are sufficient inspectors ap- 
pointéd-for the work. At present, 
we believe, there ts ‘only one ine 
spector specially detailed for this 
work, although the Government has 
latterly been advertising for a-lady. 
to undertake similar work. - The 
Society for the Protection of Chil- 
dren has also been necking the ser- 
yices of 1 woman Inspector, We 
presume that the intention ia that 
the Government and the Society 
this 
mutter and that it will be through 
the medium of the Inttor that the 
individuals accompanying the Gov- 
ornment inspectors will be provided. 
Obviously the problem calls for the 
closest: co-operation in order’ to 
prevont overlapping. As we havo 


observed, however, the greatest 
aecessity is a suMclency of inspec- 
tors and investigators if the fullest 
reaults are to be attained. In spite 
of tho fact that all mui-tsai already 
in the Colony are supposed to be 
registered, there can be little doubt 
that there are very many of whom 
there oxists at present no official 
knowledge, Whilst during — the 
period for registration very many 
employers came forward and com- 
plied with-the law, there must have 
been many ‘others who falled to re- 
port, in addition to which there 
have doybtless been many more 
brought here since the registration 
perfod expired. All estimates of 
the number in the Colony have, in 
the circumstances prevailing. been 
lnrgely gueas-swork. It should now 
be possible to ascertain the exact 
position. That, of course, is not 
the main object in view. The chief 
necessity is that all girl-servants 
should be made aware not only of 
their atatus, but of their rights, 
Heretofore, there must have been a 
xreat number who have possessed 
no knowledge whatever on these 
points, and amongst them — there 
have doubtless been many whose 
services have been shamefully ex- 
ploited and who themselves have 
had to suffer much ill-treatment. 
It whl now be possible, under the 
new regulations, to ensure decent 
conditions ef work for all mui-tsal 
in the Colony, Somethings might, 
perhaps, be attempted to prevent 
the bringing in of more, though if 
the inspection 
powers are rigorously enforced in

Edinburgh at all, and quickly 
drifted into tiat corner of one’s

However, the Incredible proved 
to, be true, and though there fz 
something distasteful in the idea 
of trying to “boost” Edinburgh, it 
does secra a little hard that ‘one 
had not been-told about it before.

“It {a> - a" very 
difficult thing to explain to people 
in a crowded street, and there are 
the ‘seme silly conventions about 
speaking to strangers in Scotland

Which amuses the reflection 
that if only it were made — com, 
pulaory to talk to people in the 
street, instead of the reverse,,a lot 
of people both in England and 
Scotland would learn a great many 
things which they ought to know.
